ELIHU ROOT'S PLAN 


GENEVA, Nov. 27 —A move to in- 


fluence the United States towards en- 
trance into the league of nations was 
revealed here today. The official rec- 
ord pf the meetings of the court com- 
mittee held in connection with 
the 


league of nations assembly meeting 
shows that the acceptance of Elihu 
Root's plan for an international court 
of justice and arbitration 
resulted 


largely from the hope that this act- 
ion would bring about American en- 
trance into the league. 


Mr. Root's plan, which follows the 


general outline of the Hague tribunal, 
was outlined at the recent meeting of 
International Jurists at the Hague. 
When it was called up before the In- 
ternational committee, 
Leon 
Bour- 


geois of France, Dr. Hagerdup, of 
Norway, and others, urged its accept- 
ance without amendments, they point- 
ed out that Mr. Root probably would 
have much influence In the United 
States as a result of the Republican 
victory.

has voted for the creation of a perma- 
nent mandate commission to be com- 
posed of four mandatory and fn e non- 
mandatc^y states.
